A TRAGIC LOVE TALE. 


THE PATHETIC STORY OF MICHAEL 


ANGELO'S WOOING.

However sorrowful may Lave been the 


loves of poets, there is no sadder love 
story ou record than that of Michael 
Angelo, no love life fuller of despair, al- 
though his great, rugged soul, his austere 
nature and bis immense genius would 
seeui to lilt him far above the storm 
of human passion and the weakness of 
heart needs. 


Love came to him but once, And that 


late in life, lor he was 51 years old 
wbeu he made the acquaintance of Vit- 
toria Colouna. She was a woman of high 
aud loyal character, of noble birth and 
i-rowued with the laurels of poesy. 
bad married, at 17. Francois d'Avaloe, 
Marquis de Pescara, a young and brilliant 
military officer, who died from the ef- 
fects of wounds, leaving her a widow at 
that age said to be so dangerous in women 
—33. She had idolized her husband, and 
her love remained for him after his death 
as deep and ardent as before. She felt 
that, having been bis wife once, she was 
his wife always, and nothing ever in- 
duced her for one moment to swerve f:om 
her high fidelity. 


After the death of Francois d'Avalos 


she wrote a series of poems commemora- 
tive of his heroic deeds. These fell into 
the hands of Michael Angelo, and made 
such an impression upon him that he 
wrote a letter to the author, full of 
sympathy for her grief and of admira- 
tion for her poems. She replied in glow- 
ing terms of admiration for his genius in 
ait. Thia was the beginning of their 
•mutual acquaintance, and of his love. 
The correspondence continued, but Vit- 
toria constantly refused to allow him to 
visit her, and it was not until ten years 
later that she consented to receive his 
homage in person. 


She had come to Borne and was stop- 


ping with her sister-in-law, Jeanne d'Ar- 
ragon. The follies of youth, as well as 
its radiant horizon, were over for both, 
il for the one they had ever existed. But 
in this love, born so late in life, the great 
artist hoped for a joy and a companion- 
ship which would enrich and gladden the 
downward way. He was not a lovable 
man in the common sense of lovableness. 
He was awkward and cold in the pres- 
ence of women, and his .tongue was not 
clever to express the great depth and 
tenderness of his soul. His face had 
never recovered from the disfigurement 
produced by the blow given by Tor- 
rigiano. But love, beautifying ugliness 
and throwing charms over a thousand de- 
fects, wrought no miracles for Michael 
Augelo. His heroine was too fine and 
high, too closely wedded to an absent but 
ever present friend, to be seduced by his 
.worship. 


Despairing at length of winning her 


for his wife, be resolved to be philosophic 
and adore her from afar. But at times 
the old love and old urdor of his passion 
would leap up like rebellion in his heart 
and break down his strength. One day, 
when liis agony of soul seemed to ha\e

In all kinds of 
dice there are sold of the square cicner- 
H! variety 10 tiip^s, perhaps 20 times, j 
as many aa of those made with rounded j 
corners. 
Hound cornered dice are often j 


ed iu playing backgammon; they wear 


a board less tb.au square eoruered dice 
would aud roll easier. There are ma»k- 
souie black bone dice with white spM.*. 
but the sale of these is comparatively 
limited. The great majority of the very 
large number of bone dice sold are 5:: 
the form of the familiar white cubes 
with black spots. 


Celluloid dice, which are made in this 


country, are of both opaque and trans- j 
parent material. 
The transparent dice ' 


are made in saffron color, in magenta 
and in green, the opaque in imitation of 
ivory. The imitation ivory dice are fin- 
ished in various ways as to the color of 
the spots, some being made with black 
spots and some with spots of blue and 
some with red spots. The spots on the 
various transparent dice are made white. 
These various kiuds of celluloid dice are 
made in s,even sizes. 


There are made in celluloid two styles 


of poker dice, one octahedron shaped and 
containing on its eight faces representa- 
tions of the seven, eight, nine, jack, 
queen, king and ace of ordinary playing 
cards; the other poker dice is cube 
shaped, containing on its faces, instead 
of the spots numbering from one to six 
as seen on common dice, representations 
of the ordinary playing cards from the 
nine spot to the aee inclusive. 


Dice are made in various sizes of vege- 


table ivory, of ivory and of pearl, Tne 
most costly dice are those of pearl. A set 
of five of medium size would cost nt re- 
tail about $7,50. §oiue of the bone dice 
are very cheap., dice of small size selling 
at retail for 1 cent apiece or 10 cents a 
dozen. 


A considerable number of dice of one 


kind and another are sold for use in the 
household. All cabinets made to hold 
cards and counters and so on have a com- 
partment for dice, which are part of the 
equipment, nnd many dice for such use 
are sold separately. 


Take it altogether, the consumption of 


dice in this country amounts to millions 
annually.—New York Sun.

It was a red 
letter day for Michael Angelo, and no di- 
vinity descended from heaven could have 
been received with greater distinction. 
After that visit a friendly degree of in- 
timacy was established. Their conversa- 
tion was never allowed to rest upon any 
topics less sublime than religion and the 
high benevolence of life. 


It was S't this time that the nrtist made 


for and submitted to Vittoria the designs 
for his "Christ on the Cross," "The Dead 
Christ on the Knees of His Mother" and 
"Jesus at the Well of the Samaritan 
Woman." He sent them to her with a 
sonnet, in which he spoke of "her im- 
mense goodness," his too feeble talent" 
and bis despair that his "fragile and 
perishable work would never equal the 
divine grace that shed around her." 


It was quite natural that 'he should 


wish to paint her portrait, to make her 
statue, to league to posterity the beauty 
of the woman he worshiped. Nothing 
could be more touching than the sonnet 
he addressed to her, in which he pleaded 
for this privilege—''so that, in a thousand 
years. after our departure from 
this 


world, one may see how beautiful thou 
wert, how much I loved thee, and that 
I was not mad in loving thee." How Vit- 
toria Colonna over resisted such an ap- 
peal is difiBcult to understand. 
But she 


did, 
nevertheless, and devoted herself to 


the asylum she had founded for young 
girls. Her* health was always delicate, 
and she died at the age of 57. 


During, her short illness Michael Angelo 


never left the house where she lay dying. 
He was kneeling at her bedside when the 
supreme 
moment 
came—supreme 
for 


both, for she had ceased to live, nud he, 
for the first time during a devotion o£ 
more than 20 years, dared press his lips 
to the brow of the woman he idolized. 
All the love of his life surged about his 
heart in uncontrollable grief, and, wind- 
ing his arms about the lifeless body, he 
showered kisses upon her brow, her eyes, 
her hair, her hands, and, with :i great 
heart bursting sob, went out of the room.

The ex- 
perts on the staff of the laboratory at 
our works force a drop of the stuff into 
the stomach of a small frog, which is 
then placed in a delicate machine called 
a kymograph that records its heartbeats 
on a strip of paper. The digitalis may 
be perfectly dead and inert, and it may 
be strong and active—no chemist couid 
tell the difference—but the kymograph 
gets at the truth with infallible certain- 
ty, and the sample is graded accordingly. 
The frogs used are little fellows not over 
two inches long, and they are rather hard 
to get. Some time ago we sent the house 
a consignment from New Orleans, but 
they proved to be too large. Why do we 
use such small ones? Because it takes 
less of the drug to affect them. It's 
merely a matter of economy. 


"Some of the other tests are still more 


curious," continued the drug man. "and 
none queerer than that ot ergot. To as- 
certain its active properties a small quan- 
tity is injected into a full grown rooster. 
If the drug is up to standard strength, 
the comb of the fowl sooa begins to turn 
blue and eventually becomes almost 
black. The power of the particular sam- 
ple on trial is indicated by the deepness 
of the discoloration. This test is the only 
reliable one known and is exceedingly 
valuable, because ergot has a strange 
trick of occasionally losing all its medici- 
nal properties without showing the slight- 
est change in general appearance. Hash- 
eesh, which has figured so extensively 
in romances of the orient, is known scien- 
tifically as Cannabis indica. It is tested 
on dogs. When the drug is all right, the 
dog soou begins to get dopy, staggers in 
its walk and eventually keels over and

French opened fire on the Dutch, but if 
the French made- breaches in the wall by 
day, 
the Dutch labored and repaired 


them by night, and from their lofty, out- 
look they could see and knock over every 
gabion or approach the French made. 
With superior arms and men the French 
fairly raged to see themselves baffled and, 
checked at every turn and to hear all 
Europe laughing at their situation. 


Their humiliation was complete, how- 


ever, when finally, on blowing up a lu- 
nette, they took 58 heroic Dutchmen pris- 
oners and found them, instead of tough 
veterans, the merest boys — so young were 
40 of them that they had never had ra- 
tors at their chins, and their beardless 
faces, wan from toil and privation, gave 
them quite the appearance of a band of 
sick children. 


At l»8t, after 19 days' desperate fight- 


ing, after 20,000 shot and shell had been 
thrown into the citadel. General Chasse 
capitulated, and the French, very quietJy 
and rather shamefacedly,. Centered, the 
stronghold. 
Within it was literally torn 


to pieces, and drawn up before their con- 
querors was this wonderful little com- 
pany of Dutchmen. Three-fourths of the 
entire force had not reached the age of 
22 years, a few had been two years in 
the service, and a sorry figure in their 
own eyes and the estimation of every- 
body else did the magnificent French 
army cut.
